Matching requirements, from 
state or local funds, are $239,612 for Title I, and $85,181 for Title II; no state or lo- 
cal funds are required for matching Title III.

Joanna Millett , on leave from the City of Westminster Public Libraries, has been employed 
at the State Library for an eight-week period, in reference, documents, and technical ser- 
vices. Miss Millett will return to England in September where she is completing her studies 
at the Library School of the Polytechnic of North London, and will take her qualifying ex- 
ams in November. 

To assist the public libraries of the state in meeting the information needs of their com- 
munities, the State Library has distributed copies of a variety of materials on constitu- 
tion revision , including documents from several states which have recently held constitu- 
tional conventions, and some general materials published by the National Municipal League 
and the Council of State Governments. These materials were mailed to public libraries in 
August.
